Utah bill may enforce child support paymentsffi

Utah follows in the footsteps of the 
Maine Legislature as state representa- 
tives consider a bill that will revoke 
business and professional licences of 
parents who repeatedly fail to make 
child support payments.. 

The -bill,;proposed by Utah State 
Rep, Russell Cannon, will go before a 
spécial committee before Nov. 1, said 
Joyce Allred, Utah Bureau of Child 
Support Services program coordina- 
tor. 

When the next legislative session 
begins Jan. 16, it will be voted on by 
the main body of the House of 
Representatives. 

In Utah, the Bureau of Child 
Support Services deals with over 
98,000 child-support cases, 

Of those cases, over half show par- 
ents behind in their payments, said 


’ Allred. 


Not every case, however, is referred 
to the bureau. 

“We deal with the hardest cases,” 
Allred said. “People who come to us 
are having trouble getting their sup- 
port.” 

Utah has a good track record in 
child support collection.

A Childrtn’s Defense Fund study 
ranks Utah 8th in the country for col- 
lecting child support, thanks in part to 
a new law that went into effect in 
January, Allred said. 

Last year, the Utah Legislature 
passed a wage-withholding law that 
requires employers to withhold earn- 
ings from the paychecks of all 
divorced owing child support, regard- 
less of whether the parent is delin- 
quent. 

“Tt is an easy, no-bother way of hav- 
ing child support collected,” Allred 
said. 

However, the wage-withholding law 
only collects payments from individu- 
als with employers. 

“It’s encouraging that we’ll have an 
effective tool, particularly in instances 
where people are self-employed or 
paid under the table and we have no 
other means of enforcement,” Allred 
said.

Clinton opposes 
health review of 
disability recipients

WASHINGTON — Trying to con- 
trol explosive growth of disability 
payments, Congress wants to stop 
giving benefits to people who have 
recovered their health. 

The Clinton administration is fight- 
ing legislation that would do just that, 
on grounds that the measure would 
actually cost more than it would save. 

Many lawmakers believe regular 
reviews by Social Security would 
deter fraud and save millions by cut- 
ting off benefits to people who are 
well enough to work. 

The requirement is included in legis- 
lation establishing Social Security as 
an agency independent of Health and 
Human Services. The House and 
Senate approved similar versions of 
the bill earlier this year with unani- 
mous votes, and congressional nego- 
tiators must now draft a compromise. 

HHS Secretary Donna Shalala, in a 
June 22 letter to the negotiators 
obtained by The Associated Press, 
said she “strongly opposes” require- 
ments that Social Security periodical- 
ly review the health of teen-agers and 
working-age adults who collect 
Supplemental Security Income. 

SSI provides monthly disability ben- 
efits to 4.4 million low-income people 
at a cost of $19.2 billion a year. 

Although people must be totally dis- 
abled to qualify for SSI, some condi- 
tions respond to therapy, medicine or 
surgery. Lawmakers complain that the 
program now guarantees lifetime ben- 
efits for virtually all recipients 
because Social Security’s oversight is 
so weak. 

“Once these people go on disability 
they’re basically going to be on it for 
the rest of their lives unless we peri- 
odically check to be sure they warrant 
receiving disability,’ said Rep. Wally 
Herger, R-Calif., a House Ways and 
Means Committee member who sup- 
ports the reviews. 

“Reviewing cases is one of the best 
ways to make sure the system is 
achieving its intended purposes,” said 
Rep. Gerald D. Kleczka, D-Wis. 

Social Security officials say they 
have no estimate of the number of 
potentially healthy recipients on the 
rolls. 

Shalala’s figures suggest the agency 
could save $294 million over five 
years by discontinuing benefits to 
those who have recovered. She argues 
that finding them would cost $992 
million. 

Lawmakers say Social Security has 
found that screening disabled workers 
who receive disability insurance 
under a separate program saves far 
more than it costs. 

The General Accounting Office has 
estimated at least 30,000 ineligible 
people may be getting money under 
the program for disabled workers.

LOS ANGELES — The best hope 
or the defense at O.J. Simpson’s pre- 
iminary hearing is to undermine the 
ase of the prosecution by planting 
he idea in the public’s mind that 
police have arrested the wrong man. 
“Certainly, if he could stop the train 
at this point and avoid a trial, the 
nightmare would go away. But that’s 
not realistic,’ Loyola University Law 
School Professor Laurie Levenson 
said. 
Even defense lawyer Robert Shapiro 
has acknowledged it’s likely Simpson 
will be held for trial. 
Los Angeles County Sheriff 
Sherman Block disclosed that 
Simpson is receiving 3,500 pieces of 
mail a day and seems to have adjusted 
to his life as celebrity prisoner. 
Simpson was taken off suicide 
watch a few days ago, Block said.

JERUSALEM  — Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chairman 
Yasser Arafat made a surprise deci- 
sion Wednesday to make his historic 
return to Palestinian territory this 
weekend — his first visit since 
Palestinian autonomy began in May. 

A senior Israeli official said Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s government 
f had approved a three-day visit begin- 
ning Saturday. 

“The prime minister decided tonight 
to allow this visit after considering all 
security considerations,” said Yossi 
Sarid, environment minister. 

Rabin’s initial reaction to the 
announcement was that a visit might 
not be possible on such short notice. 
Rabin gave the go-ahead after study- 
ing the matter, Sarid said. 

The declaration exemplified Arafat’s 
flair for the dramatic, catching top 
PLO figures and Israeli officials alike 
off guard. 

Nabil Shaath, the PLO’s top nego- 
tiator, said Arafat gave him the news 
late Tuesday. Shaath, who is in Egypt, 
notified Israel’s government on 
Wednesday that-Arafat planned to 
visit the self-rule zones in the Gaza 
Strip and the West Bank town of 
Jericho. 

Senior aides and PLO officials at 
Arafat’s headquarters in Tunis, 
Tunisia, said they were not aware of 
| his plans to travel to Gaza, only to 
Cairo. 

Arafat’s announcement electrified 
Jewish settlers and right-wing Israeli 
groups, who vowed to stage mass 
protests against a man they called a 
“master terrorist” and “modern-day 
Hitler.” 

“This is a national embarrassment, 
allowing a murderer to enter Gaza and 
Jericho,” said Benjamin Netanyahu, 
leader of the opposition Likud bloc, 
predicting Arafat would try to go to 
Jerusalem. 

Israel claims all of the city, includ- 
ing the Arab sector captured in the 
1967 Mideast War, as its capital. 

Jerusalem Mayor Ehud Olmert said 
he believed Arafat might try to sneak 
into Jerusalem on the Sabbath, when 
religious Jews would not be able to 
organize a demonstration. 

Aharon Domb, spokesman for the 
Settlers Council, said settlers planned 
demonstrations and were seeking a 
ruling from leading rabbis to permit 
protests on the Sabbath. 

“Arafat is the master terrorist, and 
we will do what we can to make sure 
that life in this country will be dis- 
rupted,” Domb said. 

Rabbi Shlomo Goren, a former chief 
rabbi of Israel, said the PLO leader 
was responsible for shedding the 
blood of thousands of Jews. 

“We have to consider him a modern- 
day Hitler, and we have to bring him 
to trial,’ Goren said. 

Shaath said there were “many posi- 
tive signs” in recent days that paved 
the way for Arafat’s trip. 

“Mr. Arafat took a lot of risks in the 
struggle to go home, so this will not 
be a deterrent. But for sure our police 
are preparing for all the security 
requirements,” Shaath said.

With no eyewitnesses, the prosecu- 
tion in the Simpson case will depend 
heavily on the work of laboratory 
detectives. 

Under the law, Levenson said, “The 
prosecution bears the burden of estab- 
lishing that it’s more likely than not 
that the defendant committed the 
crime.” 

During the preliminary hearing 
Simpson faces today, rumors and 
innuendo are forbidden; hard evi- 
dence will be the issue. A judge must 
decide if sufficient reason exists to 
hold him for trial on two counts of 
first-degree murder.
